It was dark. And I was afraid. Not of the 
enemy that lay up ahead among the rocks 
and boulders, hut of the deep, penetrating 
night. 

I had always been afraid of the dark 
Even in childhood I was afraid to sleep 
without a light in my room . , . or go down 
into the dark cellar.

Me, who was so 
afraid of the dark he jumped at his own 
shadow. I was the only one who could pene- 
trate the ribbon of black that separated the 
gun emplacement from my buddies. 

I pushed my way through the wave of 
darkness and headed toward the concealed 
bunker. My foosteps slogged at every step 
and I gulped as I tried to draw in air . . . 
and 1 kept moving.
